EXIT. 
AN EVENT DEVOUTLY ANTICIPATED. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 
Wasnmorox, D. C., Aug. 15.—The session 
closed at 7:30 this eveing, with less excitement 
than usually attends such occasions. Members 
in both Houses were generally tired. There 
was little to give life to the proceedings. The 


differences between the House on the bill pro- 
viding additional troops for the Sioux campaign. 
The Senate resolved not to fix any hour for 
adjournment till that bill was passed. The 
majority in the House were quite willing to pass 
either the Senate or House proposition, but 
there were a number on the Confederate 
side who were determined to kill the bill 
at all hazards, not even yielding at 


troops te help the columns now operating 
against the Sioux. Leading Democrats saw 
plainly the great political blunder of this oppo- 
sition, but none of them could control these 
hot-headed men who swaggered around, saying 
if the President wanted help to get his troops 
In the Sioux country out of trouble let him 
take them out of the South. They 
DID NOT WANT ANY OF TUEM THERE. 
Finally, these Rebel objectors to helping our 
soldiers in the Northwest carried the matter so 
far as to threaten filfbustering, and at 
last the bill became very near hay- 
ing to go ever till to-morrow because a 
quorum could with difficulty be obtained, 
and after two roll-calls it began to be feared 
that so many had left to take early trains that 
the prolongation of the session for a number of 
days might be necessary te bring them back. 
On a third trial, however, a bare quorum was 
collected, and the bill was passed. 
THE IRREPRESSIBLE. 

There has been a general talk among thecooler 
Democrats over the unseemly conduct of Cox 
last night, and the applause which his exhibition 
of old-time manners secured from the Southern 
side. It is agreed by all thoughtful men 
among them that Cox did great harm. To 
make matters worse, just before adjournment, 
Page, of California, revived the whole matter, 
by saying that it bad been agreed that Kasson, 
of Iowa, should be appointed by the Spehker 
as a member of the Commission to go to Cali- 
fornia on the Mongolian Ifquiry, and Page pro- 
ceeded to say that after Kasson’s Tilden speech 
last night, at the dictation of Southern Demo- 
crats, the Speaker had yielded and appointed 
another man. This caused great commotion, as 
it let outthe full effect of Kasson’s scorch- 
ing speech among the Democrats. Members 
were on their feet throughout the Democratic 
side of the House, the aisles were full, and the 
Speaker pounding for order. At length the 
Sergeant-at-Arms was ordered to make a 
member sit down. He took the great 
mace of the House, and moved around among 
the members with about as much effect as if he 
had been a woodchopper carrying alog. Final- 
ly, however, the Democrats got partially over 
Page’s exposure of their 8 spite, and their 
undignified course towards Kasson, and the 
Speaker once more got the House ially 
quiet. A stir, however, was kept up till afew 
moments before adjournment. th Mr. Sayler 
and Cox were thanked for their course as Speak- 
ers, and the House adjourned. — 

THE ARMY BILL. 
The House yielded to the Senate in the bill 
for additional troops for the Indian service, and 
the method adopted was to recruit the com- 
panies of the regiments now in the field to 100 
men. The total increase will be 2,500, and the 
amount appropriated is $1,600,000. 
The most prominent bills which failed were 
Lawrence’s Pacific Railroad bill, the Silver bill, 
and the Geneva-Award bill.

IN THE SENATE. 
VISIT OF COURTESY. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 
Wasnineton, D. C., Aug. 15.—Senators hav- 
ing friendly relations with Gen. Grant called 
during the day, and there was a good deal df 
pleasant social intercourse among the members 
of the Cabinet and the Representatives and 
Senators.

BRISTOW AND WILSON. 
A TALK WITH THE PRESIDENT. 

New Tonk, Aug 15.—The Herald publishes 
an interview between President Grant and its 
Washington correspondens. According to the 
report of the interview, the President stated 
that there were many misrepresentations made 
in connection with the official communication 
between himself and ex-Secretary Bristow and 
ex-Solicitor Wilson. As an illustration ef this, 
he said he never asked forthe resignation of 
the former, but several times, when he volun- 
tarily proposed to resign, and was urgently 
anxious to do so, he (President Grant) prevailed 
upon him to stay in office. Once Mr. Bristow 
iusisted upon his acceptance of his resignation, 
because, he said, he could not undergo the or- 
deal of superintending another discharge, or 
the cutting-down of Treasury employes again, 
and 

FOR THE THIRD TIME 

Mr. Bristow tendered it, aud fixed the date of 
its occurrence, as he would like it to be upon 
June 21, because, he said, that was his 44th 
birthday, and he would be glad to close his 
official life upon that day. On the second oc- 
casion, the President preyailed upon Mr. Bris- 
tow to remain because a new order of things in 
the Treasury Department was about to take 
place, with the substitution of silver for frac- 
tion currency, and he thought tt would need 
the supervision of Mr. Bristow. 

So far as anything had been elicited in the 
Congressional exdinination bearing upon 
him or the attaches of the White House, the 
President was willing to leave the whole 
matter te the judgment of the country. 

BABCOCK AND PORTER. 

From the testimony given by ex-Solicitor 
Wilson before the Cangressional Investigating 
Committee, in relation to that part of Bluford’s 
testimony which charged Gens. Babcock and 
Porter with being concerned iy the Black Friday 
speculations, the President said he once put a 
lot of papers, rolled up for the moment, in a pri- 
vate drawer of his desk, and subsequently took 
them out, handing them to his son, who was 
acting as his Private Secretary, for examination. 
The papers he found, when reported upon by 
U. 8. Grant, Jr., did not show any connection 
whatever of Gen. Babcock with the Black Fri- 
day affair at the time stated, because they could 
not, as he was thea in San Domingo; and be- 
fore Gen. Porter’s connection with the Black 
Friday.scandal he could not find that he had 
ever bought a dollar's worth of gold in his life; 


but he purchased one or two small 
pieces of J on Washington Heights, in 
New Yo 


City, ern or in connection wita 
Gen. Buttertield, which, from all he could learn, 
was a perfectly honorable and straightforward 
transaction. 

LET THE GUILTY BE PUNISHED. 

When these prem — frequent reports were 
made about those having near and intimate offi- 
cial relations to him, it was natural that he 
should accept them with great caution and sus- 

icion; but he always signified, in the most dis- 

inct and emphatic manner, as he did in his let- 
ter of indorsement oft Let no guilty mun es- 
cape (which Bluford Wilson was endeavoring 
to abstract, with other papers, from the Treas- 
ury Department), that he did not desire that 
any persons, no matter how high officials they 
might be, even if they were his own intimates, 
should enjoy immunity from responsibility, or 
escape punishment for wrone-do if proved 
upon them. At first, when hints were made to 
m, he was led to believe they meant Casey and 
others. He was told by those who were attack- 
ing Gens. Babcock and Porter that the facts 
would be given by Gen. George H. Sharp, Sur- 
veyor of the Port of New York, and that those 
— examined by young Mr. Grant were left 

y bim; but at no time dia the President stand 
in the way or intimate anything but his strong- 
est desire to have a full, carnest, and honest 
exomination and prosecution of any wrong- 
doing among his friends. 

THAT ALLEGED CONSPIRACY. 
„As for Mr. Bristow,” the President added, 
„ notwithstanc the doubts and expostula- 
tions of my friends, I always regarded him with 
the fullest confidence, -will, and respect ; 
but my friends laughed at me when I gave it 
finally as my opinion, from the facts and in- 
formation brought to my knowledge by per- 
sons whom I thought reliable, that there was a 
conspiracy on foot, in which he took part, per- 
taining to the Presidential candidacy, and I re- 
gret the conclusion forced upon me that there 
was more than seeming truth in the supposition 
concerning himself.“ 
ACCEPTS THE RESPONSIBILITY. 

The President said the question of his integ- 
rity or probity, as it might be judged now or in 
aftcr years, never gave him an emotion of con- 
cern, at least in the way of doubt, because he 
knew that he had ever been impelled by proper 
motives, and he did not belicve there was the 
slightest thing to the contrary on record. With 
the light of events and the experience of earlier 
times, there were many things that he could see 
now which he might do, if again necessary, in a 
different way, but they pertained more to the 
matter of discretion as to individuals than to 
questions of policy. In everything he did he 
had always adopted the rule through life to ex- 
amine into what was submitted to him carefully, 
and without anything but the ogee oe of os 
right, as far as he could judge, to Fu de him. He 
had always written, spoken, and acted in that 
direction, and in a manner in which he thought 
came up to that standard.

Jott, III., Aug. 15.—The Democratic and 


Independent County Conventions met in this 
city to-day, for the purpose of nominating can- 
didates for county officers, the latter at the 
Court-House at 11 o’clock a. m., and the former 
at Werner Hall at 2 p. m. All the towns in the 
county except three were represented in each 
Convention. The Democratic gathering played 
second fiddle to the Independents all day, 
doing nothing except to organize until 
their action should be known. After organ- 
izing, a committce of three was appointed to 
confer with the Independents to ascertain 
their views in relation to a coalition. But many 


of the Independents were opposed to uniting 
with the Democrats, and the Convention quar- 
reled over the matter for hours. It was a regu- 
lar powwow.

metals. At the beginning of this century there 
was nearly twice as much silver as gold coin in the 
world: now there is more gold than silver, and 
the change has all been made since 1848. 
Indeed, the commercial world's stock 
of gold coin was doubled in lees than twenty years 

—from 1848 to 1867,—yot there was no materia 

change in the relative value of the metals from 
1672 to 1872. Isit not plain that the fluctuations 
in production of the metals, respectively, have 
pething to do with their relative value? Senator 
Jones shows very clearly what has fixed that. The 
rediscovery of the E Indies in the early part of 
the sixteenth cen and-the reopening of the 

Eastern trade, tended to raise the price of silver in 
the West because it bore a higher price in the East 
than in the West. The discovery of the Spanish- 
American mines and the application of quicksilver 
to amalgamating, at about the same time, tended 
to depress the price of silver. The three 
causes interacting, together with world-wide 
experience of the respective cost of pro- 
duction in labor and capital, equalized the 
relative value of gold and silver throughout East 
and West, and tixed it in the near vicinity of 15% 
of silver for 1 of gold, sometimes a little more, 
then a little less, but leaving that the average; 
and there it remained for nearly 300 years. 

The same conditions of consumption and pro- 
duetion exist. The Eastern trade continues, the 
American mines are productive as ever, and quick- 
silver jis still used in amalgamating. If anything 
can be regarded as settled, it is that the natural 
conditions of this problem are not changed, and are 
exceedingly unlikely to change. 

Now let us look at anotner line of argument. 2. 
L. W., inthe New York Tribune, seeks to estab- 
lish that there is an annual surplus of silver 
amounting to $75, 000. 000, thrown on the markets 
of the world, by reason of the decreased power of 
the East to absorb it, and of over-prodnction; 
40 millions he assigns to the first cause, and 
35 millions to the last; and he claims that the ac- 
cumulated surplus. now, counting 100 millions of-

ions. 

In answer to Z. L. W., another correspondent 
shows, on the authority of Mr. Goschens Com- 
mittee, that the fall in silver, or mse in gold, 

only four years age; that in that time the 
production has increesed but $10,000,000 at the 
outside, and that the absorption by the East has 
decreased only $16,000,000; against which he 
urges that France, inthe same time, has pur- 
chased nearly $15, 000, 000 a year, 

This would seem to nullify Z. L. W.’s argu- 
ment. But ie there any surplus of silver? If India 
were to absorb $60,000,000 annually, as she did 
from 1860 to 1668, where would it come from? The 
production in that period averaged $47, 000, 000, 
annually. Was it not the result of speculation 
and over-trading on the part of India, — 
could not be expected to last? The suspensida 
of specie payments in the United States 
and other countries took place in that very period 
—from 1861 onward. Dr. Linderman says that 
the United States, Russia, Austria. France, Italy, 
and Spain have 2,500 to 3,000 millions of legal- 
tender paper in forced circulation. It must be 
that these countries, banishing silver from their 
currency by substituting paper, some other country 
or countries had to tuke it. If the East ceased 
absorbing it for any reason, there would begin to 
be a plethora somewhere else, so long as the arti- 
ficially-created surplus was not exhausted; and, 
as London is the head-centre of the commercial 
world, of course it was there. From 1868 to

The question is not alone whether it is 
right to again make the silver dollar a full legal- 
tender, but also whether it is best,—whether 
such a course may not bring in atrain of attend- 
aut eviis which would overbalance the supvositi- 
tious good that is to result. When you say: 
“* By all means let silver dollars be restored to 
their original status, and our financial problem 
wifl be solved, specie-resumption will be easy, 
public confidence will be restored, bus- 
mess will revive, and the country will 
enter on a new era of i prosperity,” 


are you not assuming nearly the whole question at } 


laue? It is a fascinating picture, but its specious 
promises sound strangely familiar. I have not 
looked to see, but I'll warrant that its prototype is 
to be found in the ** interconvertible “ speeches of 
the Hon. W. D. Kelley or Mr. Sidney Myers. 

Every change in the value of money does some 
injury to society, and this axiom rigidly holds, 
whether the fluctuations be large or small. 

The enormous 
change which has taken place in the purchasing 
power of gold since 1874 has inflicted incakulable 
mischief on the prosperity of the country, and has 
erusbhed tens of thousands of debtors. --Ep. ] 

The element of uncertainty is the most mischiev- 
ous attribute which a circulating medium can have. 
This is the chief objection’ to our paper moncy. 
That there will be fluctuations is alone certain, but 
what their extent and direction wil) be 
no prescience can foresee. Asa consequence, in 
all commercial transactions carried on by the me- 
Aium of paper, a certain insurance, or guarantee 
eharge has to be added to cover the risk of loss 
lixely te arise from these changes. That in this 
way there is a very considerabie tax laid upon 
every article of import, export, or manufacture, 
which direetly or indirectly has its price fixed by 
foreign markets, is a fact too patent to need eluci- 
dation here. Nor is it probably necessary to 
show, as could readily be done, that this burden 
rests wholly upon the consumer of the imported ar- 
ticies and the competing manufactured ones, and 
upon the preducer of exportable products. It is 
true that this tax is patiently borne and unthink- 
ingly paid, because it is obscure and exacted in 
daily driblets,—none the less is it certaim and 
enormous in the aggregate,—the worst icature of 
it being that it in no way lightens the price of good 
government, or lessens thé public debt. 

It is the recognition of this law, and because the 
fluctuations o d and silver have heretofore 
been confined within a narrow range, that has led 
to the general adoption of these metals as money. 
Diminish to any considerable extent this element 
of relative fixity, and they become worthless for 
that purpose. That silver has been thus affected 
is a notorious fact, having fallen 10 per cent below 
the average of 1875, with a sudden and violent re- 
action. at is to say, silver has become the foot- 
ball of a panicky market. There have been very 
heavy short sales and numerous speculative com- 
binations, it would by no means be safe to assert 
that the recent advance is to prove steady or per- 
manent, and it has, just in proportion to its uc- 
tnations, lost its usefulness as a circulating me- 
dium. 

[Our correspondent seems to overlook the fact 
that gold has immensely appreciated within two or 
three years. What he calls the depreciation of 
silver is its refusal to rise pari pagsu with gold.

We publish in another column a commu- 
nication from Exuiorr Antony, Esq., show- 
ing more plainly than it has ever been done 
before the difficulties in the way of the au- 
thorities in attempting to collect the taxes 
levied for the support of the Government of 
the city, county, or other municipality. The 
chief hindrance, it will be perceived, is the de- 
termination of the Courts to refuse to allow 
the correction of errors in descriptions of prop- 
erty or in the amount of the tax. This 
nullification of the law, which allow 
such corrections to be made, has 
all the more serious results because, 
owing to the costly and unnecessary 
multiplication of tax-books, mistakes must in- 
evitably occur. It is the desire of Mr. An- 
THONY to so amend the law as to do away al- 


| together with the interposition of a Court, 


and make the system of tax-collecting in IIli- 
nois similar to that which obtains in other 
States. The causes which have led to the 
popularity and successfulnesz of tax-fighting, 
together with the manner in which the latter 
is conducted, are set forth by Mr. Anruony 
with great clearness, and fully justify him in 
his demand for a modification of the present 
method of collecting taxes. 


THE RECORD OF THE DEMOCRATIC-CON- 
FEDERATE CONGRESS. 

The Democratic-Confederate House of 
Representatives has closed its nine months’ 
session, and what has it done? It must be re- 
membered that this party is now asking that 
it be intrusted with the full control of the 
Government,—the executive and legislative 
branches,—that it may govern the whole 
country according to its policy. For fifteen 
years it was excluded, and when it got con- 
trol of the House of Representatives it 
promised that the House would show the 
country what the party would do if it had 
the full power. The country will be curious 
to know what the House has done during 
the nine months it has been in session. 

It has had thirty or more partisan investi- 
gating committees at work scraping the ken- 
nels of politics, seeking the material for a 
campaign document against the Republican 
party or some of its members. In that se- 
ries of investigations it brought to light that 
the deceased wife of Secretary Beixnap had 
received money from an office-holder, 
and that, upon her decease, the corrupt 
contract was continued for her child, 
and that afterwards it was continued to her 
sister, who also became the wife of the Sec- 
retary. They discovered this fact, and 
warned Brexixnap that if he did nut resign he 
would be impeached, and, when he did re- 
sign, impeached him that he might be ac- 
quitted because he had resigned! But in 
the hunt for Berxnap they brought to light 
another distinguished gentleman,—Gerorce 
H. Pyro, of Democratic fame,—and 
besmirched him in some respects as badly as 
they did Be.xnap. 

For nine continuous months two separate 
Committees hounded Secretary Ronxsox, and 
inquired into every matter public and private 
in which he had ever been concerned. As a 
result, after taking evidence equal to a thou- 
sand printed papers, the Committees, mainly 
composed of lawyers, were unable to state 
that he had done anything criminal, and 
they recommended that another Committee 
inquire if he had committed any offense, and 
what; and whether his offense, if any, was 
impeachable or not. 

Another Committee, of which Chicago 
Bammer was the chief, for several months 
moused around the Department of Justice, 
and fora while boasted that they had dis- 
covered the use of $30,000 by orders of the 
President for corrupt political purposes. 
Visions of an impeached President and At- 
torney-General, himself the leading manager, 
danced before Banxxr's eyes, but further in- 


ing but Democratic obliquity, there was no 
impeachment of the President, and the in- 


months in continuous session, and never re- 
duced or proposed to reduce taxation to the 
amount of apenny. Under the Constitution, 
the House was exclusively authorized to orig- 
inate bills to reduce taxation. Armed with 
this absolute and exclusive ‘authority, the 
party which has been weeping so many years 
about the weight of taxation under 
which the people are groaning prom- 


done? Mr. Mornrson proposed a bill, pre- 
pared outside of the House, to modify 
some portions of the taxation by the tariff, 
and the House for eight months refused to 
consider it, refused to take it up, refused 
even to have it read or debated. No other 
bill holding out even a faint promise for the 
reduction’ of taxes was ever proposed or 
hinted at. Under the Republican reforms 
instituted and executed by Secretary Bris- 
tow, the collection of the revenue had so 
improved as to promise a large increase, but 
the Democratic-Confederate House inter- 
posed, and has so weakened the machinery 
of collection as to threaten a loss of revenue. 

In another article we have discussed the 
claim that the House has reduced expendi- 
ture, but, even if this should prove to be 
true, the motive probably is to appropriate 
the money thus claimed to be saved to re- 
fund the tax collected during the War from 
cotton, or to pay Southern claims for losses 
caused by the War. 

Nor has the Democratic-Confederate House 
been any more successful in dealing with the 
currency or providinga remedy for hard 
times. During the nine months of session 
the energy of the body has been devoted to 
“preventing a vote being taken on any propo- 
sition concerning the currency. Even on 
the motion to repeal the Resumption act 
nearly half the Democratic members ran 
away, dodged the vote, and refused to go on 
the record either for or against the repeal. 
On the subject of the silver coinage, the 
same cowardice and imbecility ruled su- 
preme. The bill authorizing that coinage 
was never permitted to come to a vote,— 
was choked off ; these men aspiring to rule 
the nation dared not vote in favor of restor- 
ing the honest coin dollar which had been 
surreptitiously rspealed. 

What, then, has the Democratic Confed- 
erate House done during its nine months’ 
continuous session? It has passed the ap- 
propriation bills, but, to its disgrace be it 
said, failed to pass one of them until after 
the fiscal year had begun, leaving the Gov- 
ernment without money, and compelling a 
resort to temporary bills every few days. 
No such disgraceful incompetency was ever 
shown by any previous House in the history 
of the Government. 

This is the full and complete record of the 
Democratic-Coufederate House, which, with 
its 80 to 100 majority, failed to enact one 
measure of reform; to even propose the re- 
duction of one penny of taxation; which 
left the currency, banking, and silver ques- 
tions untouched, and which has closed its 
labors with the mere passage of the appro- 
priation bills, which might have been done 
in three months. 


— 


THE RIVER AND HARBOR APPROPRIATION 
The message which the President sent te 
the House on Monday last, announcing his 
approval of the River and Harbor Appropria- 
tion bill, although a very brief one, is neat, 
pertinent, and emphatic, and does credit to 
the President's good judgment and common- 
sense views of economy. He has signed the 
bill, but he has stripped it of all possibilities 
of jobs. He has approved the matter of the 
bill, but the manner in which he proposed to 
carry it out set the Democratic Reformers 
into a fine frenzy. They originally passed a 
bill appropriating six millions, mostly for 
jobs. The majority of tae appropriations 
were of a purely local character, not even 
rising to the dignity of a State, much less na- 
tional, character. There were appropriations 
for mill-ponds and horse-ponds, for goose- 
creeks and duck-basins, for rivers whose bull- 
heads and mud-turtles are never disturbed, for 
harbors whose waters were never vexed by a 
keel, and never will be, and for mill-dams 
erected for the benefit of some solitary miller.

RELATIVE VALUE OF SILVER AND GOLD. 

Elsewhere we print M. P. C.’s communica- 
tion on the relative value of silver and gold. 
It shows how dangerous it is for one not 
familiar with his ground to undertake to 
handle financial statistics or deduce conclu- 
sions from calculations the bearings of which 
he does not comprehend. M. P. C. secks to 
prove that silver is worth much less than it 
is, hoping in this way to make a point 
against the demonetization of the silver dol- 
lar. His only facts are a borrowed table of 
the world’s production of gold and silver 
which has been published hundreds of times, 
and from it he deduces the ridiculous con- 
clusion that the ratio value of  sail- 
ver bullion to gold bullion is actually 
as 46 to 1. M. P. C. has correctly copied 
the table he gives, but, where the crigi- 
nal table contains two estimates, he has 
taken pains to omit the one least favorable 
to his argument. Forinstance, the estimate 
he gives of the product of 1873—gold, 97.5; 
silver, 72; total, 159.5—is the one made by 
the Journal des conomistes, but the best in- 
formed consider it at least $10,000,000 too 
low for silver and considerably too low for 
gold. This alone produces a vicious miscal- 
culation in our correspondent’s cyphering. 

M. P. C. has made a very great mistake. 
The preposterous variation of his ratio (46 
to 1) from the ratio (154 to 1) that prevailed 
between gold and silver for the two hundred 
years before the American and German de- 
monetization of silver should have aroused 
his suspicions that he was in grave 
errer, and saved him from a mortifying 
putiic exhibition of ignorance. His whole 
assumption, that the relative value of gold 
and silver depends on the relative amount of 
their recent annua! production, is unfounded.

Of the $4,000,000,000 of coin in existence 
in 1876, Ernest Szyp estimates that at least 
$2,300,000,000 are in gold alone. 

Not far from one-third of the annual 
production of gold and silver is consumed in 
the arts and for domestic purposes, and by 
wear and friction. The other two-thirds 
pass into circulation as money—say, $100- 
000,000 annually. The addition to the 
stock of money is, therefore, only one- 
fortieth of the whole, whiie the in- 
creased demand for more coin by 
reason of increased population alone 
requires most of this annual accretion 
to the stock of the precious metals. 
The change in the relative value of gold and 
silver since 1853, based on production, can 
only be a slight one, for the relative gain in 
the quantity of silver as compared with the 
whole stock on hand of the two metals in 
the world is but a small per cent. Certainly 
it will not account in any appreciable de- 
gree for the sudden fall in silver or rise in 
gold which has occurred within the last six 
or eight months. German demonetization 
and the sudden throwing on the English 
market of hundreds of tons of silver and the 
equally sudden absorption of gold to fill the 
vacuum accounts for the phenomena. 

It is true that the relative value of gold 
and silver varies, but how much? In the 
first 1650 years of the Christian era the 
fluctuations were between the limits of 114@ 
134 of silver to 1 of gold; in the succeeding 
two centuries down to 1872 the reiation of 
silver to gold was 14. 7415.83 to 1, and the 
prevailing average was 15} to 1. In the 
period since the demonetization in Germany 
and the United States, the ratio has ranged 
from 15.9@17.82 to 1. These ratios are es- 
tablished by the actual market-value of gold 
and silver inthe markets of the world, and 
not by any such chimerical cyphering as M. 
P. C. has worked out. The experience of all 
countries and hundreds of years demon- 
strates that the amount of labor and capital 
that will produce 1 ounce of gold will 
produce 154 ounces of silver. The 
peculiar durability of these metals, the 
universality of their use, and the fact that 
the conditions of production and consump- 
tion show only slight aberrations, make it 
likely that their relative value, when silver 
is remonetized in this country, will continue 
to be about what it hasbeen. We conceive 
it to be a matter of vital importance to the 
commercial world that a relation, basic to 
all calculations of value in trade and finance, 
established by centuries of use, not by theory, 
and not substitutable by any other, should 
be maintained as nearly intact as possible, 
and with the least possible political inter-

The little Shoo-Fly that Br] Bor 
brushed away so contemptuously was buzz- 
ing again in the House on Monday last, and 
was once more swept out of sight. Mr.

THE GOVERNMENT APPROPRIATIONS. 

The real purpose of the Confederates 
House in severely cutting the appropriations 
for the expenses of the Government has 
been made apparent in the speeches of 
Messrs. RANDALL and others, in which an 
exaggerated statement of the amount saved 
is put forth as a Tum and RICKS 
campaign document. The trick is not a new 
one. In fact, Presidential campaigns usually 
bring the party in control t ~ealization of 
the necessity of putting the expenses down 
to the lowest notch. Thus, the Republican 
Congress of 1868 reduced the appropriations 
to $153,000,000, and, as prices ranged from 
25 to 33 per cent higher at that time than 
now, that figure was really much lower than 
the $147,722,210 now fixed by the Demo- 
crats. But che Republicans in that 
year placed the appropriations too low, 
as the Democrats have dons this 
year, and the following year there was e 
large deficiency to make up. The same er- 
perience will be repeated this year, but, as 
the deficiency will not become apparent un- 
til after the Presidential election is over, it 
is o matter of indifference to the Democratic 
managers. 
We desire, nevertheless, to approve the 
policy of retrenchment, even if dictated by 
unworthy motives, to the extent that it has 
been honestly practiced. But the Democrats 
in this, as in most statements made up for 
campaign purposes, are claiming too much. 
They set out early in the session with the 
assertion that $60,000,000 could be saved 
without crippling the publicservice. Then Mr. 
RanDALL came down to $40,000,000. Final. 
ly he represents that there has been an. ac- 
tual saving of $29,000,000. We shall show, 
however, that the real saving is only between 
$13,000,000 and $14,000,000, and that this 
has been attained not by dropping the 
superfiuous appropriations, such as for cer- 
tain river and harbor improvements, but by 
impairing the revenue, army, navy, consular, 
and diplomatic service. The saving, then, 
has been but about 10 per cent, though the 
City of Chicago has recontly, under Repub- 
lican administration, made a general reduc- 
tion of from 25 to 50 per cent in municipal 
expenses without making any noise about it.

If the 
Democratic majority in the House could 
only curtail 10 per cent after starting out to 
reduce about 40 per cent, and in view of the 
much larger shrinkage in prices, then it is a 
pretty conclusive testimonial to the econom- 
ical administration of the Republican party 
during the last year. If the temptation to 
make capital for the Presidential campaign 
did not accomplish more than this, then it is 
certain that the Democrats did not 
dare to cut deeper, and had to ac- 
knowledge that the Republican party 
had been running the Government ex- 
penses as closely as possible. The re- 
duction, as a matter of fact, does not com- 
pare with that made year after year, when 
the extraordinary expenses of the War were 
atend: The following statement will show 
the decrease of expenses for several years 
after the War closed,—the cost of the last 
year of the War being the enormous sum of 
$1,217,704,199: 


Thus the Republican party brought about 
an average reduction of about 15 per cent 
per annum on the previous year, from the 
time the War closed up to the year of the 
panic, though those were days of general 
prosperity, lively speculation, and high 
prices ; yet the Democrats, after working ten 
months et the job, have not Leen able to 
make a reduction of more than 10 per cent, 
though prices generally have declined some- 
thing like 25 per cent. It is a confession 
the Government as economically as it conld 
be done. Even this saving of 10 per cent 
(which cannot be absolutely counted upon 
till after the deficiency bill of next 
year shall be made up) has been 
bronght about by violation of contracts, 
cutting down a mere skeleton of an army, 
postponing appropriations for works that 
must be completed sooner or later, dropping 
Ministers to certain nations and Consuls at 
certain im portant commercial cities, and 
crippling the revenue service so as to endan- 
ger the collection of taxes, while voting the 
usual Congressional steals in the River and 
Harbor bill. Moreover, there 1s but a feeble 
promise of making this reduction of appro- 
priati ons practical and permanent, inasn uch 
as theme has been no effort made to reduce 
taxation in proportion,—a circumstance 
whisb looks very much as though the Demo- 
cfats intended to ‘‘ gobble” the money in 
one way or another, if they shall be permit- 
ted to obtain control of the Gevernment. 
At al! events, while pretending to reduce ex- 
penses, they require that just as much money 
shall be collected from the people in taxes. 
What do they propose to do with the differ- 
ence ?

AFRICA. 

The visit to this country of the President of 
the Orange Free States has resulted in a satis- 
factory settlement of the long controversy 
which has existed with reference to the Prov- 
ince of Griqualand, and an important advance 
has thus been made towards that friendly and 
cordial co-operation of the neighboring States 
which is essential to the interests of South Af- 
rica.

THE GAS QUESTION. 

A number of reporters were gathered about 
the Mayor yesterday afternoon, and in asking 
for news found His Honor, as usual, willing to 
converse in his own quiet, pleasant way. In 
answer to the question as to whether or not he 

ed the gas ordinances, he replied that 
he had not. They had been referred to the Law 
Department for examination in regard to the 
protection of the city’s rights. The Law De part- 
ment had not yet answered the reference. 
“Mr. Billings has just been in,“ said Mayor 
Heath, “to complain about the ordinance and 
time-table for the lighting and extinguishing of 
gas. He says that—well, here for instance: it 
requires that the gas shail be lighted at 4:45 a. 
m. and extinguished just one hour later. That 
is an ae gee for the lighters cannot make 
the rounds, lighting and extinguishing, in one 
hour. In that case, you sce, the light of the 
moon is taken into consideration bY ’rof. Col- 
bert, who has calculated accurately what the 
moon ought to do. But suppose the moon 
should fail to perform what was expected of 
her? Then the city would lie in complete dark- 
ness; for the ordinance makes no provision that 
the gas company can use its discretion about 
such a case, but it must abide strictly by the re- 
quirements of the ordinance. I shall reier 
the subject to the Gas Committee to have nein 
make alittle examination to see if it be 
remedied. Mr. Billings says that the first time 
that the city is left in darkness there will be a 
cry about the Gas Company, etc., when nothing 
but the moon will be to blame. 

Is there anything else new in the gas ques- 
tion?’ asked one of the newsmen. ‘* Has Mr. 
Billings made any proposition for a reduction in 
the price!“ 

The Mayor then informed the reporters that 
Mr. Billings had, in a conversation only a few 
days ago, made the suggestion that the city 
lease the gas-works. Mr. Billings had madethe 
proposition, in writing, several years ago to the 
Council, but it had never been acted upon. He 
now proposed to make the same olfer again. 
He would lease the works for — per cent (not 
to exceed 10) ver annum of interest on the 
amount of the value of the gas works, the 
value of which was to be determined by some 
disinterested parties. The Gas Company should 
assume all the risk of an explosion and of any 
accident outside of the regular wear and tear 
of the works. The interest was to be paid by 
the receipts from the sale of the gas.

person unacquainted with the work and with the 
duties of the office would not acquire an acurate 
knowledge of affairs till the time when 
it devolved upon a new Council to make 
another change, and thus no one 
would become thoroughly competent in the 
short time. ‘The loss by mistakes and misman- 
agement would incur unknown expense and be 
a source of — trouble to the city and 
mortification to the holder of the office. The 
change of officials from the head tothe foot of 
a departinent with every change of administra- 
tion is looked upon as a curse to the civil ser- 
vice. These views are held by many, and there 
is so much opposition to the change that it is 
considered doubtful that there will be enough 
Aldermen willing to abolish the Board. 

LAST WEEK’S MORTALITY, 

Commissioner-of-Health McVickar did not 
hold a meeting of himself yesterday afternoon, 
and there were no startling occurrences” in 
the rooms of the Health Department. The re- 
gistrar of vital statistics has compiled his report 
us follows* 

There were 252 deaths in this city last week, the 
principal causes of which were as follows: Acci- 
dents, 4; brain and bowel congestion, general de- 
bility, dysentery, typhoid fever, cerebro spinal 
meningitis, each 3; cholera infantum, 71; morbus 
1: convulsions, 22; diarrhea, 13; enteritis an 
entero colitis, each 5; scarlet fever, 13; other 
fevers, 6; hydrocephalus 4; lar tis, 2; menin- 
gitis, 4; oye ee. 4; phthisis pulmonalis, 22; sui- 
cide, 1; ta mesenterica, 4; whooping cough, 2. 

The ages of the 252 dead were proportioned as 
follows: Underone year, 112; ome to two, 45; 
two to three, 9; death it will be seen has dealt 
most severely withthe young; there are seven and 
eight generally of each ten years up to the age of 
thirty and forty, when the deaths are 12; from 
forty to fifty, 16; fifty to sixty, 10; sixty to seven- 
ty, 10; seventy to eighty, 3; eighty to ninety, 2; 
and ninety to one hundred, 1. 

There were 114 males to 138 females, and of the 
whole number 37 were married. Four were col- 
ored. There were 14 less deaths than in the cor- 
responding week of last year. The First Ward 
snftered no death during the week. In the whole 

opulation the deaths were as 1 to 1,662 reons. 

‘he Fourteenth Ward contained 42 deaths, the 
highest number of any ward, the Seventh coming 
next with 32, and the Sixth with 31. No less than 
Y died in the County Hospital, 5 at the Found- 
lings’ Home, and one at St. Luke’s Hospital. The 
highest point to which the mercury rose during 
the week was 85 deg., the lowest 65, with a mean 
of ea deg. There was a rainfall of .88 of an 
inch.

„% Want to buy some jewelry, sir, very cheap? 
Anything in that case for halt a dollar.“ Such 
has been the remark addressed daily to passers- 
dy on the east side of Clark street, near the 
bridge, the speaker being a gaudy young man, 
with a scimiter-like nose. 

If the person addressed should happen to be 
a stranger in town, having plenty of money, he 
would very likely be prompted to invest in one 
or more of the trinkets there displayed.. He 
would then be invited inside, and, if of a gulli- 
ble disposition, would probably be relieved of 
all his money before leaving by some one of the 
numerous tricks practiced so skillfully by the 

rofession. ‘The individual has lately been mak- 
ng a specialty of the envelope-came, which, 
though so often exposed, still catches the un- 
wary countryman nearly every time. 

This is how it isdone: Alot of envelopes 
are placed on edge in a box loosely. Each eu- 
velope has a number printed on its face. The 
man in charge of the box takes one of the envel- 
opes, ostensibly numbered 10, and, placing it 
among the others, offers to bet that his victim 
cannot select the No. 10 envelope. Of course 
the other man catches at it, and puts up. He 
then confidently draws out the envelope, but, 
alas! the game-keeper deftly turns down the 
corner showing him that the number which he 
had supposed to be 10 was in reality 18.

THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES

They 
would take the responsibility; the sewerage 
was not extremely necessary, and was too ex- 
pensive, especially at the present time. 

Mr. Horne, on the other side, then spoke of 
the present cheapness of labor and material. 
He said that he did business at the Stock-Yards, 
and they (the Stock-Yard-men) did not want 
the sewer, but he would give $1,000 for the 
sewer, and owned ouly ‘46 feet. He was 
strongly in favor of the plan. 

Mr. George 8. Bowen, a large owner, protest- 
ed agaiust the building of the sewer at present. 

A remonstrance, representing 60 acres of 
property, was presented by Chace & Abel, who 
stated that nou-residents would be severely 
disaffected by additional assessments, and 
would withdraw their interests m the village. 

Mr. L. W. Stone loudly pleaded that the west 
portion of the village had borne the heaviest 
portion of the taxes without any equivaleut re- 
turn, aud wanted the sewer built. 

Mr. Follansbec, from the West End, thought 
that the improvement would be desirable, but 
that it was now a question of ability. 

Only the residents at the west end of Forty- 
third street would be immediately benefited by 
its construction, and the otbers would be 
obliged to disburse without auy recompense for 
some years. Hie favored postponement, and 
requested the Board, as they were elected to 
promote economy, to leave its construction to 
some future and more appreciable date. 

Mr. John Mattocks, who represented the 
Crior estate, which was assessed $2,500 for the 

roposed sewer, also protested against it. Mr. 

ohnston, representing several acres, also eu- 
tered a protest. 

A remonstrance signed by Judge Van Hig- 
gins, J. N. Barker, ’ecarce & Benjamin, and a 
large number of other iniluential citizens, was 
brought forward.

A THEATRICAL SCANDAL. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

New York, Aug. 15.—A theatrical scandal of 
some interest has suddenly been started in this 
city under very peculiar circumstances. A few 
weeks ago, as you will doubtless remember, #he 
Union Square company made a Visit to Chicago, 
where they played Conscience“ and other 
drainas. Among the prominent members of the 
company was Miss Kate Claxton and a young 
man named C. A. Stevenson. The former isa 
regular member of the Union Square company, 
and Mr. Stevenson isa member of Wallack’s, 
and was “loaned”? tothe Union Square com- 
pany in order to playa certain part. During 
the run of Conscience in this city at the 
Union Square, Mr.; Stevenson, while waiting 
in the wing of the theatre, heard 
Mr. Charles Thorne (who also played in the 
same piece in your city) make some remarks 
which he considered derogatory to Miss Claxton, 
and, with an impetuosity which is characteristic 
of his nature, resented this insult. Thorne, 
who is large, powerful, and almost twice the 
size of Stevenson, resented this interference, 
and Stevenson struck him. Thorne made one 
or two passes at Stevenson, but discovered ina 
very few minutes that Stevenson was an ac- 
complished pugilist, who mauaged to give him 
a very good beating. This voluntary defense of 


Miss Ciaxton created some little suspicion in the 
mind of her husband, Mr. Dore Lyon, a real- 
estate broker in Wall street, whois said to be 
very jealous-minded, and, instead of thanking 
Mr. Stevenson for his defense of his wife, he 
seems to have rather resented it as an unwar- 
ranted action on Stevenson’s part. Miss Clax- 
ton (or Mrs. Lyon) went to Chicago ac- 
companied by her mother, sister, and daughter, 
about 12 years of age, Mr. Lyon’s business 
keeping him in this city. Mr. Palmer, manager 
of tue company, engaged rooms at the same 
hotel for ali the company, and in this way Mr. 
Stevenson and Miss Claxton happened 
ty be domiciled in the same hotel.

naturally, he frequently dined with her 
and her mother, and occasionally accompanied 
herto and from the theatre, circumstances 
which were not in any sense suspicious unless 
evil-minded persons chose to attach suspicion to 
them. Among other members of the company 
was Miss Maud Harrison, a young and indis. 
creet lady, who wrote a private letter to Joseph 
Howard, r., of this city, intimating that Mr. 
Stevenson and Miss Claxton frequently dined 
together and were seen on the way to and from 
the theatre, as intimated above. Howard took 
pains to show this letter to Mr. Lyon, who, im- 
pelled by his jealousy, immediately started for 
Chicago. It happened that, on landing in Chi- 
cago and going to the theatre from the hotel, 
he met his wiie returning from the theatre in 
the company of Mr. Stevenson. He immediate- 
ly turned back, accompanied his wife to the ho- 
tel, and, in the seclusion of their room, told 
what he had heard, and, in a loud voice, threat- 
ened that, if Mr. Stevenson did not cease his 
undue attentions, he would shoot him. A 
dressing-maid of Miss Claxton, in an adjoining 
room, overheard these loud words, rushed down 
to the proprietor of the hotel, and told 
him that Mr. Stevenson’s life was in, danger. 
The hotel proprietor repeated this remark to 
Stevenson. He, being able to take care of him- 
self, immediately went to Lyon, and a few words 
of explanation sufficed to settle the matter. In 
the meantime, Miss Harrison returned to New 
York and confided to her friend, Mr. Howard, 
further details, greatly exaggerated, and these 
were yesterday publisned as a special dispatch 
to the ton Herald. Miss Claxton’s career in 
this city has probably been concluded by this 
base scandal, and she and her husband will 
doubtiess sail for Europe as soon as they can 
cancel their engagements. The whole story is 
looked on ‘as @ very great outrage on one of the 
not large number of womenin the theatrical 
profession who have maintained excelleut per- 
sonal reputations.
